Graffenreid discloses a structure for aligning optical components with optical fibers in varying thermal environments. Additionallv, 
the problem of thermal expansion affecting optical component alignments with optical fibers is well known in the art and a 
PHOSITA looking at Graffenreid would know that Kim could be modified such that the components could be mounted to allow for 
an alignment with fibers under varying thermal conditions. The principles and standards of a 103 rejection do not preclude a 
PHOSITA from using knowledge common in the art to modify existing prior art in order to combine new features. Simply stated, 
applicants claisms are too broad to warrant consideration for patentability.
